On the 
other hand, poultry is a decided ad­ 
vantage to the orchard as an aid in 
the warfare on Insect enemies. The 
colony system of housing the fowls 
should be used. By moving the house 
frequently the fowls may always he 
kept on clean ground ami the drop­ 
pings will be evenly distributed over 
the orchard.—Exchange.
